MAN WITH $22,000 
IN BANK FOUND 
ON CHARITY ROLLS 
San Francisco Inquiry Discloses 
1700 With Funds of Own

SAN FRANCISCO, March 23.— 
Seventeen hundred persons with 
money in their bank accounts have 


been sponging on charity funds 
here this winter, declared John W. 
Shannon, investigator for the Asso- 
ciated Charities of San Francisco, 
today. 

C. M. Wollenberg, municipal di- 
rector of relief, said Shannon’s in- 
vestigation was part of a campaign 
started several months ago to elim- 
inate frauds. He said repayment 
of all relief funds advanced would 
be demanded except in the case of 
those with only a few dollars and 
large families to support. These, he 
said, will be struck from the relief 
rolls. 

“Some have already reimbursed 
the city,” he said. “Those who re- 
fuse will be arrested and prose- 
cuted.” 

One man on the charity rolls, 
Shannon said, was found to have 
$22,000 in the bank. Another had 
more than $15,000.

DETROIT, March 23.—Reaction 


from Washington was awaited 
here today to determine the effect 
of 10,000 telegrams objecting to 
plans to create a new $25,000,000 
bank from the more liquid assets 
of Detroit’s two national banks, 
now in the hands of conservators. 


Police Commissioner James K. 
Watkins started the flood of mes- 
sages to President Roosevelt last 
night with a speech, twice deliv- 
ered, in which he said the one 
bank plan, through the offsets of 
deposits in the old banks against 
loans, would cause the “wiping out 
of many industries” and that con- 
trol of the city’s financial system 
would go to Eastern capital. 

Alfred P. Sloan Jr., president of 
General Motors Corporation, said 
today that the New National Bank 
of Detroit, backed by the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation and 
General Motors, would open tomor- 
row in the First National Bank 
Building. 

Sloan said whether the new bank 
would take over the assets of the 
old First National and the Guar- 
dian National Bank of Commerce 
would be decided today. He said 
the percentage that depositors in 
these banks, numbering 800,000, 
would be paid would be announced 
later. 

Sloan made his statement less 
than an hour after he arrived here 
from Washington. Sloan said nego- 
tiations still were pending with the 
conservators of the two old banks 
regarding the amount that would 
be available to old depositors. 
Approval by Comptroller Necessary. 

Approval by the Comptroller of 
the currency, he said, would be 
necessary to complete the plans. 

“General Motors is not in the 
banking business and is not going 
into this project for profit,” Sloan 
said. “But it is a duty which the 
General Motors believes it owes 
this community. Some force is nec- 
essary to get business and industry 
in Detroit under way, and it is es- 
sential that banks are provided. 
This bank will give business its 
chance.” 

The point raised by Watkins last 
night, that the inevitable offsets 
would cause many bankruptcies, 
was made several weeks ago 
against the plan whereby the Ford 
millions would have built a new 
bank on the more substantial as- 
sets of the old. 

Warning by Police Head. 

Commissioner Watkins, a lawyer, 
concluded his address with these 
words: 


“Your city is being sold out from: 


under your feet. Your action, and 
your action alone, can give to De- 
troit control over her own banks 
and save the city from impending 
disaster.” 

He urged his listeners to tele 
graph protests to President Roose- 
velt. Telegraph companies said the 
messages taxed their facilities, and 
estimated the number up to mid- 
night at 10,000. 

Watkins said that “I should also 
state, because I realize that my 
motives may be attacked, that I am 
a depositor, a debtor and a stock- 
holder in these institutions.”

LONDON, March 23.—Lieut. Nor- 
man Baillie-Stewart of the Seaforth 
Highlanders denied on the witness 
stand today that he ever had dis- 
closed to a foreign agent any in- 
formation prejudicial to his coun- 
try. 

The young officer, on trial before 
a courtmartial, is accused of be- 
traying military secrets for pay. ‘Ine 
money he received, he contends, 
was sent him by a German woman 
he had met in Berlin. He has been 


a prisoner in the historic Tower of |. 


London since his arrest. 

“On my honor,” he said today, “I 
never have attempted to obtain, I 
never have obtained, and I never 
have disclosed any information 
prejudicial to the State. There is 
no possible reason why I should 
have done so. I never have been in 
debt in my life.” 

Norman Parkes, his attorney, led 
him through the strange story 
about a woman named Marie 
Louise who, he says, sent him 
money in the mail after he had 
spent a night with her while he 
was on furlough in Berlin. 

Once an Orderly to Prince. 

While Baillie-Stewart was at the 
Sandhurst Military Academy he was 
orderly to Prince Henry, third son 
of the King. 

Regarding his association with 
Marie Louise, thé Lieutenant said 
he was introduced to her in a cafe 
by a German and they subsequently 
became very intimate. He said in 
what is known as the Lake Dis- 
trict in Berlin, where they went by 
train, she had a canoe from which 
they both bathed. Asked if he 
paid for entertainments, he said 
“No. For the first few days I did, 
and then she paid for nearly every- 
thing I had. I gathered that she 
was very well off.” 

The officer said he tried often to 
find out something about her, but 
could never learn anything further, 
whereupon he didn’t bother to con- 
tinue his questions. 

The prosecution, which rested 
this morning, presentéd several 
letters from the woman. It was con- 
tended that Marie Louise“ was an 
alias disguising the identity of a 
foreign agent. The money con- 
tained in at least two of the letters, 
said the prosecution, was Lieut. 
Baillie-Stewart’s payment for the 
betrayal of military information. 

Defense counsel opened his case 
with a surprising speech. He said 
Lieut. Baillie-Stewart returned to 
Holland last August to meet a 
as Marie Louise, 
“having formed the most discredit- 
able intention of taking advantage 
of her infatuation to obtain money 
from her.” 

The defendant had admitted in 
previous testimony that he had a 
liaison in Berlin last summer with 
a woman named Mary Louise. It 
was she, he said, who sent him £90 
(about $300), which the prosecution 
contended was a payment for army 
information he revealed, on account 
of their affair. 

Tells of Money in Letters. 

Parkes declared that on Lieut. 
Baille-Stewart’s last visit to Hol- 
land Marie Louise had hinted that 
in order to induce him to return 
to Germany in the spring, a larger 
money payment would be made. 
Her subsequent letters containing 
money, he added, was a fulfillment 
of the hinted promise. 

Marie Louise had told the pris- 
oner that if he wished to corre- 
spond with her it must be through 
Otto Waldemar Obst of Berlin— 
the man who had brought them to- 
gether—the attorney continued. 
Obst has been mentioned in the 
court-martial as the man reputed 
to have figured in the alleged com- 
munication of army information. 

Parkes declared that he would 
call a witness wha had come for- 
ward after reading reports of the 
case, who would say that he had 
met Marie Louise in Berlin and was 
a to her by those names 
only.

BUTTE, Mont., March 23.—Harry 
Bushnell, sought by Michigan au- 
thorities for 15 years, was found 
dead in jail here today from pois- 
oning a few hours before he was 
to have been returned to Michigan 
to complete a prison term and for 
questioning in connection with two 
killings. The County Coroner said 
Bushnell had committed suicide. 

Michigan officers had planned to 
question him concerning the killing 
of Mrs. Tillie Jenkins and Vaden 
Bordner. Their bodies were found 
near the Michigan prison July 7, 
1918, the day after Bushnell, a trus- 
ty, escaped. 

Authorities have sought to con- 
nect the killings with the escape, 
but Bushnell denied knowledge of 
the deaths. 

Carried Poison 15 Years. 

A note written by Bushnell last 
night and found concealed in one 
of his socks said that he had car- 
ried the poison with which he took 
his life since his escape from = 
prison 15 years ago. 

His wife, Billie Watson Bushnell, 
told officers he carried a vial of 
pills in his clothing always and that 
he placed it under his pillow each 
night. He told*her, she said, the 
pills were a headache remedy, 

In the note Bushnell wrote he 
was innocent in the double slaying 
in Michigan. 

Officers disclosed today that a 
search had been started for Mrs. 
Theresa M. Severns, 70 years old, 
Bushnell’s first wife, whom he di- 
vorced here in 1932. Bushnell was 
also known as Severn. 

Bushnell told officers 
that Mrs. Severns was either in 
Chicago or Sioux Falls, 8. D. The 
reason for search for her was not 
revealed. 

Sentenced in 1911. 

In 1911 Bushnell was sentenced 
to serve from five to 10 years in 
the Michigan prison for assault less 
than murder. After his escape in 
1918 he came West and homestead- 
ed, becoming a respected citizen. 
After his divorce last year he mar- 
ried a Butte girl, who was unaware 
of his past. It was got until last 
week, when a reward offered by a 
detective magazine tempted an ac- 
quaintance to turn him in, that 
Mrs. Bushnell learned of her hus- 
band’s criminal record. 

He waived extradition and offi- 
cers were due here today to return 
him to Michigan. Yesterday Mrs. 
Bushnell began circulation of a pe- 
tition for executive clemency among 
Butte residents for presentation to 
the Governor of Michigan.

BERLIN, March 23. — United 
States consulates throughout Ger- 
many have been asked to return re- 
ports on anti-Semitic incidents 
which will be compiled by the Em- 
bassy for the State Department at 
Washington. 

Frederic M. Sackett, retiring Am- 
bassador, and Mrs. Sackett left for 
home yesterday by way of France, 
and the report for the State De- 
partment was left in the Hands of 
George Gordon, the Charge d’Af- 
faires. Representatives of the Gov- 
ernment and of the diplomatic 
corps said goodby to the Sacketts 
at the railroad station. 

The Council of Rabbis, which has 
observed with concern evidences of 
anti-Semitic sentiment, issued the 
following statement: , 

The true spirit of our religion ts 
an answer to any one who is willing 
to listen to it. 

“Our history is ample proof of 
the spirit which lives within us. 
We know what the German father- 
land means to us. Since time im- 
memorial our religion has taught us 
loyalty to the state. 

“We appeal to our brethren: Do 
not lose your loyalty and faith! 
Preserve your pride and strength! 
Remain true to your fathers!’ 

Emergency Decrees Signed. 

The Government emergency de- 
crees providing for imprisonment 
for those disseminating reports 
damaging to the prestige of the 
Reich and amnesty for certain po- 
litical prisoners were signed yester- 
day by President von Hindenburg. 

The latter decree ordered sen- 
tences for punishable acts commit- 
ted “during the campaign for na- 
tional regeneration” quashed if not 
yet made effective, and the dismis- 
sal of such cases still pending if 
the acts were committed before 
March 21 and if no new proceed- 
ings have been started in connec- 
tion with them. 

This measure is not qualified re- 
garding the nationality of the per- 
sons attacked, but it was learned at 
the United States consulate that 
several Americans who allegedly 
had been attacked merely filed affi- 
davits. At the consulate it was said 
it was not learned whether their 
assailants were being apprehended. 

(The State Department on March 
9 disclosed it had protested to the 
German Government through Am- 
bassador Sackett against reported 
violence involving six Americans 
and that it had been assured mea- 
sures would be taken to prevent sim- 
ilar occurrences). , 


Other Decrees. 

Other decrees provided imprison-

Self-Governing Groups. 

An outline of the manner 
which the plan will operate was 
given by Secretary Dern in a press 
conference. He said agencies of 
the Department of Labor in various 
parts of the country will have 
charge of enrolling volunteers 
among the unemployed. The con- 
centration camps, Dern explained, 
probably would be organized at 
army posts. While many details

MONTHLY DIVIDEND PASSED 
BY FIRST NATIONAL BANK 


Omission of the monthly dividend 
on stock of the First National Bank 
is reported in a letter sent to stock- 
holers by Walter W. Smith, presi- 
dent, and Frank O. Watts, chair- 
man of the board. 

The letter says that while current 
operating earnings are materially 
in excess of dividend requirements, 
the action was taken by directors 
in conformity with conservative 
banking and for the best interests 
of the bank and stockholders. 
“Under present business condi- 
tions,” the letter continues, “there 
is a shortage of commercial bor- 
rowings, necessitating the carrying 
of a large part of investments in 
low rate Government securities, 
and we find it desirable to carry a 
material excess of idle funds, which 
can only result in reduced earnings, 
until improvement in general busi- 
ness is experienced.” 

The letter says that the bank has 
gained more than $16,000,000 in de- 
posits since it reopened March 13.

$1,000,000 Raised by 
Stockholders and Deposi- 
tors to Be Used if Neces- 
sary for Reopening. 


More than $1,000,000 in new cap- 
ital has been raised by stockhold- 
ers and depositors of Lafayette 
South Side Bank & Trust Co. to 
be put into the bank if Federal 


Reserve authorities should make 
additional capital a requirement of 


its reopening. 

Examiners have not completed 
their work at the bank, it was said, 
and until they do, there will be no 
decision on whether the new capi- 
tal or any part of it, will be re- 
quired. In any event, it will be 
available. 

The bank, at Broadway and 
Lafayette avenue, is the fifth larg- 
est in St. Louis, and the only one 
which has not yet received a de- 
cision on its application for license 
to reopen. South Side National 
Bank, Grand boulevard and Gra- 
vois avenue, which it owns, is one 
of four banks for which conserva- 
tors have been appointed. Both 
banks are active members of the 
St. Louis Clearing House Associa- 
tion. 

Busch Family Interested. 

An executive of the Lafayette 
Bank, who would not be quoted, 
said both banks would meet “any 
requirement within reason,” and 
thought both would be opened with- 
in a few days. 

Joseph L. Rehme, president of 
both banks, declined to see a Post- 
Dispatch reporter who called at 
the Lafayette Bank. Earlier, 
nowever, he had attributed the 
delay in issuing licenses to the 
two banks to the fact that neither 
had been examined for 15 months 
and said there had been no sug- 
gestion that new capital would be 
required. 

The Busch family has long been 
interested in the Lafayette Bank, 
and is said to have contributed 
$300,000 of the new capital. August 
A. Busch, president of Anheuser- 
Busch, Inc., is chairman of the 
bank’s directors and R. A. Huber, 
vice-president of Anheuser-Busch, 
is vice-chairman. 

The larger depositors, it is under- 
stood, contributed substantially to- 
ward the new capital. Some were 
asked to convert 20 per cent of 
their deposits into capital stock, 
and others exceeded that percent- 


age. 

The Lafayette Bank is now cap- 
italized at $2,150,000. Its statement 
for Dec. 31 listed deposits of 319, 


070,938. Surplus was put at $750,- 
000 and undivided profits at $130,- 
421. Total resources were listed at 
$22,332,440. 

South Side National Bank re- 
ported resources of $7,248,313 and 
deposits of $6,157,492 in its Dec. 31 
statement. Surplus was put at 
$200,000 and undivided profits at 
$19,520.

Licenses to reopen for general 
business today were issued by the 
Federal Reserve Bank of St. Louis 
to the Third National Bank of Se- 
dalia, Mo.; the Farmers’ National 
Bank of Owenton, Ky., and the 
First National Bank of Mitchell, 
Ind. 

St. Louisans deposited $127,462 in 
gold yesterday with the Federal 
Reserve Bank, and the total for the 
Eighth Federal Reserve District 
was $402,548. Since the Treasury 
Department gold order was issued 
deposits of the metal in this dis- 
trict have totaled $10,829,132, of 
which St. Louisans deposited $4,- 
277,175.

PICTURES NEW ERA 


Tells California Students They 
Are Now Witnessing the 
End of Folly. 


By the Associated Press. 

BERKELEY, Cal., March 23.—A 
new economic, social and political 
order for future humanity was pre- 
dicted by Walter Lippmann, editor, 
author and economist, in a Charter 
day address at the University of 
California today. 

“The old order of human affairs 
is gone, irrevocably so,” he told a 
university gathering in the Hill- 
side Greek Theater. “In the new 
order, the loose, individualistic and 
acquisitive democracy of the nine- 
teenth century will be replaced by 
a much more highly integrated, so- 
cially conscious form of govern- 
ment. 

The product of history, invention 
and laissez faire, he added, has 
broken down in war, revolution 
and economic disorder and cannot 
be put together again. He admon- 
ished the students, however, not to 
allow anyone to tell them the life 
they were entering is aimless or 
that they represent a lost and dis- 
inherited generation. 

“The trouble you see about you,” 
he said, “is not the end of the 
world, but merely the end of folly, 
miscalculation and stupidity.” 

In the brief/pause of peace and 
prosperity, thé easier virtues were 
perhaps sufficient, he said, but in 
the ages of storm and stress, peo- 
ple must rise to destinies or shrink 
into despair. 

Lippmann termed the social and 
economic order existing prior to 
1914 as largely the product of slow 
and unconscious growth. 

“Peace was not organized,” he 
suid; “it rested upon a balance of 
power. Economic activity was reg- 
ulated not by intention, but by sup- 
ply and demand operating through 
rising and falling prices. Men 
thought that human society had a 
natural, inevitable and secure foun- 
dation, and that they were free to 
follow their ambitions and make 
what they could of their opportuni- 
ties.” 

The new era, he asserted, will be 
characterized by benevolent intelli- 
gence instead of passion and self- 
interest.

The House delegation, which was 
elected at large, is presuming that 
the State Legislature will enact a 
redistricting bill along the general 
lines of the measure now in the 
Missouri Senate. In those new dis- 
tricts which now have two or more 
representatives, such as the one 
represented now by Dickinson, 
Wood and Ruffin, the Congressmen 
must agree on a single candidate. 

At the recent conference the dele- 
gation also decided that a Con- 
gressman from one new district 
would not recommend an applicant 
from another district without the 
consent of the Congressman from 
the applicant’s district.

Richards said in his direct testi- 


mony in his own behalf that he was 
32 years old, lived at 4512 Laclede 
avenue, was a graduate of Wash- 
ington University Law School and 
served in the Navy in 1917 and 
1918, rising to the rank of 
petty officer. 

Richards’ Version of Conversation.

“Rogers wanted to know,” Rich- 
ards continued, “on what basis I 
would accept employment. As he 
had told me of the letter directing 
payment of $1000 to me, I told him I 
would accept the employment on 
the basis of $1000 down and an add- 
ed fee to be paid me in the event I 
was able to negotiate for the safe 
return of Mr. Berg. This additional 
contingent fee would be $10,000. 

“I told him I didn't know Mr. 
Levinson and asked whether he 
could be trusted, and would keep 
his word, and Rogers said he could 
be trusted. I was interested in that 
phase of Mr. Levinson’s character, 
so that I would know whether I 
would receive the contingent fee if 
successful.” 


He denied that, as testified by 
Rogers, he told Rogers that one of 
the kidnapers was one of his for- 
mer clients. At that time, Rich- 
ards testified, he had no knowledge 
of the identity of any of the kid- 
napers. Later in the afternoon, he 
testified, Heuer called him by tele- 
phone and said he represented the 
people who had Mr. Berg. Heuer 
asked, he said, whether he had been 
retained to represent the Berg fam- 
ily, and Richards said he had not 
been retained, but that the matter 
had been broached. “Well, you will 
be,” he said Heuer told him, adding 
that he would call him again the 
next day. 


Visit to Levinson’s Office. 


Richards told of going to Levin- 
son's office Tuesday morning, Nov. 
10, by Levinson's invitation, and 
gave his version of his conversation 
with Levinson, and of the payment 
of $1000 to him. He denied having 
said, as Levinson and Rogers testi- 
fied, that he would “go right out 
and see” that Berg was well treat- 
ed. “I couldn’t have done that,” he 
said, “as I had no knowledge where 
Berg was; but I did think I might 
be able to do something, and said I 
would do what I could. 

“Mr. Levinson said that $50,000 
was a lot of money, and that $11,- 
000 was a nice fee for me, and I 
agreed to both, and said I could 
use the money. I did not say then 
or at any time that I had suffered 
injury to my knee in an auto acci- 
dent, and that is not the fact. My 
trouble with my knee has been due 
to arthritis. That statement in the 
papers about an auto accident is on 
the same plane as the Post-Dis- 
patch’s reiterated designation of me 
as a self-confessed agent of the 
kidnapers.” 

Arrangements for Berg's Release. 

Richards told of Levinson's re- 
quest that Berg be released at 5:30 
p. m. at the Art Museum in Forest 
Park, and said he replied that he 
had no information as to the time 
or place of release, but he hardly 
thought that whoever had Berg 
would release him at such a place 
in broad daylight.

I told him 
they wouldn’t pay any money until 
after Berg’s return. He asked if 
they would pay it then, and I said 
they would, and Heuer said he 
would take their word for it. I 
asked as to place and time of re- 
lease, and he said he would call me 
at 5 p. m.” 

Richards then told of another in- 
terview with Levinson, in which he 
said Levinson complimented him on 
a murder case he had handled, and 
promised to help him in his legal 
career.

BAIL TO 3 BRITISH SUBJECTS 


Agrees to Release of Part of Men 
Seized by Secret Police 
for Sabotage.

LONDON, March 23.— The Soviet 
Embassy here announced today it 
had been informed that the ~ublic 
Prosecutor in Moscow had agreed 
to the release on bail of W. F. 
Thornton, John Cushny and a man 
named Gregory, British subjects, 
who were arrested several days 
ago by Soviet Secret Police on 
charges of sabotage in electrical 
construction. 

Gregory, Thornton and Cushny 
are employes of the British elec- 
trical firm, Metropolitan-Vickers, 
which has been doing business in 
Soviet Russia for 10 years. They, 
three other officers of the com- 
pany and several Russian em- 
ployes were arrested in Moscow and 
Leningrad.

Rich- 
ards’ arrest, on the ‘information 
given to the police by Levinson 
and Rogers, followed. 

Contradicts Levinson. 

Richards said he did not tell 
Levinson, as the latter testified, 
that Levinson would be killed if 
the kidnapers did not get their 
money. “He made some veiled sug- 
gestion,” Richards said, “that we 
should get Mr. Berg back and not 
pay the money, and I told him if 
we did that, my wife would prob- 
ably collect my life insurance.” 

“What made you think you would 
be killed?” Attorney Arnold asked 
in cross-examination. “I thought,” 
Richards replied, “that men holding 
a man under duress, if they were 
promised money and didn't get it, 
might kill somebody. I didn’t think 
they were Sunday school people. 

“Why did you object to Levinson 
talking to the police?” Arnold 
asked. “You indicated, in your 
cross-examination of Mr. Levinson, 
that you thought he had betrayed 
you.” 

“Mr. Levinson was not dealing 
with me in good faith,” Richards 
replied. “He told me he didn’t want 
the police in the case, then he went 
to the police behind my back. Now 
he, and you, charg me with ‘not 
co-operating’ with him. 


“Dirty Double-Crossing.”

Drys Agreed Not to Oppose

JEFFERSON CITY, March 23.— 
The Brogan bill for repeal of the 
State “bone dry” law was passed 
this afternoon by the State Senate 
by a vote of 18 to 13, after recon- 
sideration of an earlier vote today, 
on which the bill failed of passage 
by one vote. 

When the bill was called up this 
morning by Senator Brogan, it re- 
ceived 17 favorable votes, one less 
than the constitutional majority re- 
quired for passage of a bill in the 
Senate. Senator Brogan changed 
his vote from aye to no, in order 
to move a reconsideration of the 
adverse vote. Brogan moved the 
reconsideration this afternoon, 
which carried. 

Only One Vote Changed. 

The bill went.to a vote on pas- 
sage without any discussion. The 
only change from the vote recorded 
for the bill on the earlier roll call 
was by Senator Rollins of Columbia, 
who had voted against the bill this 
morning. He voted aye this after- 
noon, which, with the support of 
the other 17 Senators who pre- 
viously had voted for the bill, gave 
the required majority. 

The bill now goes to the House. 

Dry Senators, among them Joffee 
of Kansas City and Gunn of Otter- 
ville, opposed the bill as an unwise 
move that would result in a chaotic 
law enforcement condition, pending 
the result of the move to repeal the 
eighteenth amendment to the Fed- 
eral Constitution. 

Senator Cliff Titus of Joplin, a 
minister, who voted for the 3.2 per 
cent beer bill, reecntly passed by 
the Legislature, opposed the bill. 
Titus said he believed the eight- 
eenth amendment would be re 
peaied, “and under the present cir- 
cumstances, it ought to be repealed, 
“but that there should be no repeal 
at this time of laws supporting the 
Constitution. 

“Ratification of the repeal by the 
states will require two years,” Titus 
said. “This Legislature will have 
reconvened by that time and it will 
be a simple matter to wipe out 
these laws. I know these laws are 
ineffective, and they are not en- 
forced properly, but they should 


not be repealed until repeal of the 


eighteenth amendment is brought 
about.” 

Brogan and several other wet 
Senators urged passage of the act, 
on the ground that the “bone-dry” 
law was ineffective and should be 
wiped out to free the statute books 
of such legislation before the eight- 
eenth amendment was repealed. 
Brogan said the repealer would 
eliminate the necegsity of later call- 
ing a special session for repeal of, 
the “bone-dry” law. 

Final passage by this Legislature 
of an act repealing the “bone-dry” 
law is very doubtful, due to the ex-

Notes on Fishing in Missouri. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

EING an enthusiastic bass fisherman, 
Bi appreciated your editorial entitled 
“Liverwurst Trout,” though I believe you 
have been misled. Trout fishing in Mis- 
souri State parks is an enjoyable sport, 
and the catching of trott in the parks is 
done with some difficulty by sportsmen 
who use the artificial lure. The fish are 
caught easier with dough balls, liver, 
beef, worms and minnows, but not as 
easily as you seem to think. They do not 
swallow sinker and all, as you say. Think 
how easily bass can be caught with a 
seine or gig, or how easily a quail is 
killed on the ground, but the sportsman 
doesn’t do it that way. 

You imply that the real sportsman 
catches only fish that were born and 
reared in their native streams, those that 
have not seen the royal coachman, the 
brown bucktail with the silver spinner, or 
the green bass bug, and that one is fool- | 
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ing them when they strike his well-placed 
fly. You believe sportsmen only catch 
fish that have lived on native foods and 
have traveled from their spawning places, 
via virgin waters, to the place you final- 
ly catch them. It is truly a romantic 
feeling. 

Today it is different. You have to for- 
get that. This is a machine age. We 
manufacture our game, our fish, our 
quail and our lions, The fish you catch 
have been hatched from the eggs of some 
old ragged bass who spawns regularly in 
the lakes of Forest Park or some other 
hatchery. It has been captured, and its 
ticket bought, via some railroad, to the 
place you catch him. He probably took 
your fly because he thought that the 
easiest way to “end it all.” 

Native spawning waters (especially in 
Southeast Missouri) have been drained 
and made into farm land which, in suc- 
cessful. years, will sometimes pay the 
taxes levied by the drainage company. 
Today, both the people who live on the 
land and the stockholders in the drain- 
age company are starving to death. The 
tenants are starving on the very ground 
where our game fish used to thrive in 
abundance and furnish our streams with 
so many fish that some of them had to 
be caught or the streams would be out 
of their banks all summer. . 

From your viewpoint, then, fishing is 
all just one long Southeast Missouri lion 
hunt. Regardless, we use our imagina- 
tions, and enjoy it immensely. We were 
probably born 30 years too late. . 

Try some trout fishing in one of our 
parks—you'll enjoy it.

THE AMERICAN MARATHON. 

Rushing this way and that with the American peo- 
ple gives one little time for breath and less time for 
thought. Nevertheless, most of us must by this time 
have become impressed by it. Thirteen years ago we 
all rushed dry. Having reached the end of the rain- 
bow, and found there neither perfection nor the fa- 
bled pot of gold, we all rushed back again. Last No- 
vember we all rushed Democratic. A little more 
than a decade ago we all rushed Republican. Then 
we moved en masse upon Florida. Two years later, 
we were all chasing the dollar madly with Wall 
Street. 

These great emotional marathons amuse the Euro- 
peans. They are not so amusing over here. They 
particularly lack the quality of humor to those who 
happen to be going in the opposite direction when we 
put on one of our national sprints. Picking a few Dem- 
ocrats out of the mud in 1920, and washing thgm up as 
samples of a possibly passing species, was no fun for 
them. Nor is it any fun to the few drys left in 
the nation now to be dragged out of that dust into 
which they were trodden by the wet avalanche and 
brushed up for whatever usefulness they may have 
in the future, if any. 

At the moment, we seem to be resting. The deep 
and measured respiration of the herd instinct is com- 
parable to the peace and quiet of summer nights on 
the Western plains as described by old cattle drivers 
like Andy Adams. The operatic punchers used to 
sing to the cattle, and so lull them to rest. We have 
a good many people doing the same thing at the mo- 
ment. Who rides around the herd instinct and sings 
so reassuringly as the President and his general 
staff?

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A CLEAN HIT. 

Bernard F. Dickmann, Democratic candidate for 
Mayor, and William S. Madden, Democratic candidate 
for Comptroller, are charged by the Republican City 
Committee with being tax dodgers. As evidence, it 
presents figures to show that in the four years, 
1929-32, Dickmann valued his personal property at 
only $100 for each year. For 1932, however, Dick- 
mann, after being called in by the Assessor, raised 
his return to $740. 

Madden’s case is worse, according to the commit- 
tee, which says that Madden paid no personal 
property taxes in the years 1927-32, and that a judg- 
ment stands against him for delinquencies in the 
period 1923-25. The Comptroller's office reports that 
the judgment amounts to $109.61, and that Madden, 
in addition, owes $305.22 in taxes, penalties and in- 
terest for the later period. 

In reply, Dickmann does not refute the figures, 
but claims that he has paid more than $10,000 an- 
nually in taxes since 1929 on “various properties in 
which I am interested.” Some of these properties, he 
said, are held by the real estate company of which 
he is president. Madden has no defense whatever, 
claiming that he never handles “those things,” also 
that the matter is being “investigated,” and, if he 
owes the money, he will pay it. 

Dickmann and Madden are running for two of the 
highest offices within the gift of the people of St. 
Louis and should, therefore, be exemplars of civic 


duty. That the personal property tax is widely evad- 


‘nomic and political, has 


ed is entirely beside the point. No man should seek 
to be Mayor or Comptroller who does not represent 
the highest type of citizenship, fulfilling, in all re- 
spects, the obligations of citizens. In our opinion, 
the Republican City Committee has scored a clean 
and valid. hit against its opponents. 
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NORRIS’ NEW CRUSADE. 

Senator Norris does not rest on the laurels of his 
past achievements. He now has introduced a bill 
in the Senate to revise the method of electing our 
Presidents, and it is not unlikely that the present 
obsolete practice will have been abolished by the time 
the next presidential election rolls around. What 
Mr. Norris proposes to do is, briefly, to enfranchise 
the minority. Under the present system, the party 
obtaining a majority in a given state gets all that 
state’s electoral votes, and the votes cast for the mi- 
nority candidate are disregarded in the formal poll. 

Twice in the last 60 years, presidential candidates 
who polled majorities in the popular vote have been 
defeated in the electoral college vote. In the disputed 
election of 1876, Tilden finally was credited with 
250,935 more popular votes than Hayes, yet the latter 
had an electoral majority of one vote. In 1888, 
Cleveland had 98,017 more popular votes than Harri- 
son, yet polled only 168 electoral votes to his oppo- 
nent’s 233. Mr. Norris would end this undemocratic 
practice, whereby the people’s will may be thwarted, 
by dividing the electoral, or “presidential,” votes in 
each state in proportion to the popular vote. This is 
the nearest practical approach to direct popular elec- 
tion of the President. It would continue the tabula- 
tion by states and abolish the archaic electoral col- 
lege, retaining only the allotment of electoral votes 
as a convenient calculating device. 

The proposed method would give the minor parties 
a showing in accordance with their actual strength, 
rather than on their ability to carry one or more 
states. In 1924, La Follette, who won only one state, 
polled less than 3 per cent of the electoral vote, while 
getting almost 16 per cent of the popular vote. It 
would be possible, under the new plan, for new par- 
ties to obtain a place on the ballots far more easily 
than at present. The absence of long lists of electors 
would make the ballots far simpler, and enable the 
people to know just whom they were voting for. The 
undemocratic electoral college is a relic of stage- 
coach days, and has dominated our election procedure 
far too long. Like the lame-duck Congress, it should 
be relegated to the past. We may logically hope for 
speedy action by the new Congress and by the states. 
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A NEW AND WELCOME AMBASSADOR. 
Norman H. Davis has been our “ambassador-at- 
large” to European capitals for more than a year. 
Now he is to fill that post in name as well as fact. 
Appointed chief delegate to the disarmament confer- 
ence and appropriately elevated to thg rank of Am- 
bassador, Mr. Davis will soon be back in Europe to 
continue his admirable work as a developer of inter- 
national good will. His engaging personality, sup- 
ported by unusual equipment for his task, including 
a wide knowledge of European probms, both eco-

A Change in Tariff Policy 


N the current issue of Foreign Affairs, 
| there is an article called “Necessary 

Changes in Our Commercial Policy.” It 
is written by Prof. Frank W. Taussig of 
Harvard University, who is one of the lead- 
ang authorities in this country on the sub- 
ject of the tariff. Mr. Taussig was chair- 
mun of the Tariff Commission from 1917 


“to 1919, and is the responsible author of a 


report by the commission from which the 
principles of our present tariff policy are 
derived. In this article, Mr. Taussig states 
that he regards this policy as a failure, and 
proposes a radical change of the policy 
wh:ch he advocated 15 years ago. 

Mr. Taussig’s views are always of im- 
portance, owing to his great knowledge of 
the tariff. They are of special importance 
at present because it is plain the Roosevelt 
administration must soon make far-reach- 
ing decisions in regard to the tariff. 

Until 1909, as Mr. Taussig points out, the 
United States used to keep itself free to 
make tariff bargains with other countries. 
The McKinley tariff of 1897 had provisions 
for reciprocity. But in 1909, these provi- 
sions were repealed and the policy estab- 
lisned by which Congress fixed tariff rates 
equally against all countries, and then 
added a penalty of an extra 25 per cent 
ageinst any country which “unduly dis- 
criminated” against the United States.

If we are to have reciprocity agreements, 
it will be necessary to give the President 
authority to offer foreign nations definite 
conressions. It is no use asking him to 
negotiate with 50 countries on hundreds of 
items, and compel him to obtain the con 
sent of two-thirds of the Senate to each 
minute con ion. The negotiations will. 
be interminable and probably futile. Mr. 
Taussig suggests that Congress authorize 
the President to offer a reduction of duties 
for a given schedule or for a given set of 
articles within a schedule by a stated per- 
ceutage. This would maintain the preroga- 
tives of Congress while it gave the Presi- 
dent definite latitude and something real 
with which to conduct his negotiations. 

This would seem to be the sensible thing 
to dc in the circumstances.

Today, thanks to 
the initiative, courage and wisdom 
of the President, a change has tak- 
en place which is almost miracu- 
lous. 

“Confidence has been largely re 
stored.

A new sense of confidence in the 
future has returned, and it is re- 
flected in the markets on this side 
of the Atlantic.” 


Chamberlain said the restora- 
tion of export trade would be the 
greatest factor in business recov- 
ery in the United Kingdom. Trade, 
he asserted, had been hampered by 
excessive tariffs, exchange regula- 
tions and prohibitive quotas. 

He informed the House that al

INU. S, JOURNAL SAYS 


Medical Publication Deplores 
Commercial Development 
of Insurance Schemes. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, March 23. — The 

American Medical Association re- 
ported yesterday, through its pub- 
lication, the Journal, that the 
United States has become “vastly 
over-hospitalized.” 
“There are in this country,” the 
annual hospital number of the Jour- 
nal said, “6562 hospitals, with more 
than a million beds. More than 
200,000 of those beds are not occu- 
pied,” . 

The publication called particular 
attention to a section of its census 
showing existence of 631 hospitals 
for mental diseases. 

“The hospitals of that type alone 
have a capacity of 427,343 beds,” the 
Journal stated “The condition is 
distinctly one of overloading.” 

“There were 147,621 admissions 
during 1932 and 117,693 discharges 
—an increase in patient population 
of only 30,000.” 

In an editorial, the Journal said 
that many business men have at- 
tempted to recoup fortunes through 
organizing hospitals or insurance 
systems of hospitalization. 

“They are perhaps stimulated 
into entrance into the field,” the 
editorial stated, “by unusual atten- 
tion focused o this problem 
through publicity given to reports 
on the problem by commissions dur- 
ing recent years. 

“In many communities hospital 
insurance schemes have been de- 
veloped as opportunities to people 
to protect themselves against un- 
anticipated hospital bills. 

“The medical profession hesitates 
te approve any such plan, because 
these plans fail to provide for com- 
plete participation of most if not 
all of the recognized hospitals in 
the community.

Shaw Would Have Students Read 
“Real Authors, Not Textbooks 


In Address in Hongkong Praises Colleges for 
Training in Commercial Life, but Says 


They Produce Artificial Minds. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch, 

NEW YORK, March 23.—George 
Bernard Shaw, who is now neating 
the United States on his tour of the 


world, made an address in Hong: 
kong, which has just been received 
here. He spoke before the stu- 
dénts and faculty of the University 
of Hongkong on the subject of edu- 
cation. 

“If I make a speech to you I 
shall get into trouble with all the 
rest and they will ask ‘what is this 
revolutionary element in the Uni- 
versity?” Shaw began. “I have a 
very strong opinion that every uni- 
versity on the face of the earth 
ought to be leveled to the ground 
and its foundations sowed with 
salt. 

“I am never tired of pointing out 
that only very recently civilization 
was almost destroyed by a tremen- 
dous war. We do not yet know 
whether civilization has not been 
entirely destroyed by that war, but 
it does not matter, because one of 
the things that the war proved was 
that there was very little civiliza- 
tion at all. ' 

“That war was made by people 
with university educations. There 
are really two dangerous classes in 
the world. There are the half-edu- 
cated, who have destroyed one-half 
of civilization, and there are the 
wholly educated, who have nearly 


completely destroyed the world.” 

Shaw declared universities turned 

out people with artificial minds. 

ever, he admitted, a university 
gave a training in communal life 
which was advan 

“If I had a son; I should send 
him to a university and say to him: 
“Be very careful about letting them 
put an artificial mind in you. As 
regards the books they want you to 
read, don’t read them.” 

“A school textbook is, by defint- 
tion, an unreadable book. The fact 
that I am an entirely uneducated 
man is due to the fact that 1 never 
could read school books of any 
kind. The time I was supposed to 
devote to reading school books I 
was reading real books—books writ 
ten by people who could really 
write, which is never the case with 
authors of textbooks. : 

“Be careful, as I say to read the 
real books, and just do enough of 
your textbooks to prevent your be- 
ing ignominiously kicked out of the 
university. Steep yourselves in all 
the revolutionary books. Go up to 
your neck in communism and ev- 
erything of the kind. 

“If you don’t begin to be a revo- 
lutionist at the age of 20, then at 
50 you will be a most impossible 
old fossil. If you are a red revolu- 
tionary at the age of 20 you have 
some chance of being up-to-date 
when you are 40.”

WASHINGTON, March 23.—Sen- 
ator Vandenberg (Rep.), Michigan, 
asserted in the Senate today that 
a “rule for ruthless deflation” had 
been followed in licensing banks to 
reopen and some liberalization in 
administration of the emergency 
banking act was needed if many 
closed banks were to be saved. 

Vandenberg addressed his re- 

marks to the pending bill to permit 
direct loans from Federal Reserve 
Banks to state banks and trust 
companies outside the Federal Re- 
serve System. 

He spoke after Senator Glass 
(Dem.), Virginia, had opposed an 
amendment by Senator Adams 
(Dem.), Colorado, to exempt the 
state banks from the requirement 
of a “thorough examination” before 
they could receive a loan. Glass 
said in some states there had been 
no examination of banks since May 


2, 1932.

Vandenberg said if Liberalization 
of the emergency banking act was 
not desirable, “at least the liberali- 
zation of its administration is de- 
sirable.” 

Glass Cites Example. 

Glass interrupted to say that two 
of the largest banks in a certain 
state which has benefited to the ex- 
tent of millions of dollars of the 
taxpayers’ money acquired through 
the Reconstruction Corporation, 
and with 300 or 400 correspondent 
banks, had not been examined “for 
nearly a year.” 

“Would the Senator call that lib- 
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eral administration of the law?” 
Glass inquired. 

“That is not an example of the 
thing of which I am speaking,” 
Vandenberg said. “This banking 
crisis is not over simply because it 
has left the. front pages of the 
Washington newspapers.” 

194 Out of 340 Open. 

Vandenberg then read a commun- 

ication from the State Banking 
Commissioner of Michigan saying 
194 banks had been opened there 
and 340 were shut. 
The communications divided the 
banks this way: 27 National banks 
open and 71 closed; 24 state mem- 
ber banks open and 73 shut; 143 
state non-member banks open and 
196 closed. 

Vandenberg said “Errors and in- 

equities were inevitable” in the 
hurried issuance of licenses to re- 
open, but that they were issued on 
the basis of liquidity and not on 
assets. 
Under the first licenses, he said, 
banks had to have surpluses ex- 
ceeding all the doubtful paper an 
examiner could conjure up plus a 
lot of other items.” 

“The Last Examination.” 

The banks also were reopened on 
the basis of “the last examination,” 
he said, “which might have been a 
year ago when conditions were more 
favorable.” 

“The judgment of one examiner 

submitted on one examination,” he 
asserted, “becomes the death sen- 
tence of many banking institutions 
in the United States.“ 
“The very banks which have un- 
dertaken to do precisely the thing 
the R. F. C. was organized to do, 
he said, “are the ones which fell 
under the initial sentence of death 
because of this rule of ruthless li- 
quidity which has been set up as 
the mete and the, bound of our 
banking situation.” 

Glass said it was beyond his un- 
derstanding how any Senator could 
seek for non-member banks “priv- 
ileges in excess of those granted 
member banks who maintained the 
system.” 

“Of a Personal Nature.” 

Glass said under the Adams 
amendment “thousands of insecure 
banks might avail themselves of 
the facilities of the Federal Reserve 
sytem, and having so done it might 
result in their wreckage sooner per- 
haps than otherwise they would be 
wrecked.” 

“Because naturally,” he added, “I 
should infer that they would pre- 
sent their best ineligible paper—if 
there be any such thing on thé face 
of the earth as the best ineligible 
paper—and that would strip the 
banks of the last vestige of secure 
assets, and they could not any 
longer function in the emergency.” 
“Right on this point,” Glass con- 
tinued, I was about to say some- 
thing of a personal nature. Per- 
haps that would prolong the discus- 
sions, and I note the absence of any 
Senator to whom my remarks would 
particularly be addressed by indi- 
rection, relating to the utter inse- 
curity, if not absolute rottenness 
of the banking system of an entire 
state, dominated, it is repeatedly

For, to win this grueling 
test, the jumper must travel a 
distance of approximately four 
and one-half miles, carrying a 
rider weighing as high as 175 
pounds, and must clear in the 
double circuit of the 
one-fourth mile course a total 
of 30 obstacles, ranging from a 
three-foot thorn hedge, to a 15- 
foot combination of hedge and

Fields Are Enormous. 


HE race is rendered the more 

difficult by the enormous size 
of the fields. As high as 66 
jumpers have started in this 
event. Added to the difficult ob- 
stacles to be topped, the distance 
and weight make demands that 
are almost beyond fulfillment by 
mere flesh and blood. 

This year the field probably will 
number 35 or féwer; but even so, 
the inevitable convergence, as the 
field approaches each jump, is 
certain to see horse after horse 
go down—some never to get up 
again. It has happened in the 
past, to the riders as well as to 
the horses. 

However, public interest in this 
event is not morbid, even though 
the crowds do congregate thick- 
est about the most dangerous 
leaps. The royal box is itself 
placed near to the far. us Canal 
turn, where the most difficult ob- 
stacle of the course is situated— 
a jump in which the horse and 
rider must clear a thorn fence 
two feet six inches in heighth and 
immediately beyond that a water 
hazard of 12 feet six inches, mak- 
ing a total leap of 15 feet. 

Immediately preceding it is an- 
other jump, so that the steeple- 
chaser must take’ this first leap, 
then make a right angle turn and 
almost immediately clear the 15- 
foot hazard mentioned above. 

It is because this test is the 
most conspicuous of all that the 
crowd chooses this as one of the 
principal observation posts on the 
course. 

The jumpers pass this point 
twice during the race and on the 
second journey the tiring field is 
apt to lose several of its compo- 
nents here.

Anybody’s Race. 


S an example of the severity 

of this test, there is a stand- 
ing offer by bookmakers to wag- 
er 5 to 1 you can’t name a horse 
that will finish. Think of that, 
in a field with three-score start- 
ers. It is not for nothing that a 
steeplechase is referred to in this 
country as a “hospital race.” 

It has happened in a Grand Na- 
tional that all of the horses to 
finish in the money have fallen 
and been remounted and ridden 
into “the money.” A notable in- 
nce of interest to the U. S. was 
that of Billy Barton, American 
bred contender. Billy fell and 
threw his rider. The jockey re- 
mounted and rode into second 
place, :

Why “Steeple” Chase? 
ANS in this country, where 
hurdle racing is almost a neg- 
ligible factor, often inquire what 
is the significance of the name 
“steeplechase.” 

That’s a tough one, without the 
clue. The answer, which was pub- 
lished in this coiumn three years 
ago, may bear repetition here: 

The first “steeplechase” was 
not an official but an impromptu 
race. Some Irish fox hunters, 
returning frora a fruitless chase, 
were within sight of their home 
village. They agreed to race 
across country t~ the village for 
certain wagers, the rider who was 
first to touch the church, whose 


with his whip was the winner. 

This race was from Buttevant 
to the spire of St. Leger, so the 
story runs. And in this im- 
promptu pastime was the germ 
and the name of the present-day 
“steeple” chase. 


First “Official” Race in 1752. 


This became a formal event in 
1752. Originally a steeplechase 
called for a contest over “fair 
huntimg country,” i. e., plowed 
fields, pastures, hedges, rail 
fences, brooks, stone walls, etc. 

It became an immensely popu- 
lar form of riding with the young 
blades, who grew to esteem their 
horses or “hunters” more than 
their own bones. 

The Grand Nationa! itself was 
originated about 1834. Today it 
is one of the f:ve great classics 
of the turf world, the others being 
the Belmont Futurity in America, 
the Epsom Derby in England, the 
Melbourne Handicap at Fleming- 
ton in Australia and the Ascot 
Gold Cup race at Ascot Park, 
England. It has rewarded the 
winning owner with as much as 
$60,000, on occasions. 

The English Derby will always 
head the list of great stakes in 
popularity; but as a test of horse- 
flesh and riding skill and courage 
the Grand National] is in a class 
by itself in all the world.

TO WATCH ACCENTS 


Chief’s Secretary in Journal 
Furnishes Tips on Pronuncia- 
tion of Criminology Terms. 


Policemen who have learned what 
to do and how to do it, are encour- 
aged to develop themselves on what 
to say and how to say it, in an ar- 


common terms of criminology in 
the current issue of the depart- 
ment’s Police Journ. .J. 

Nine out of 10 policemen, ac- 
cording to the writer, Joseph W. 
Miller Jr., secretary to Chief Gerk, 


refer to the building at Fourteenth 
and Market streets, for instance, as 
“the Muni-CIP-al Courts Building.” 
Of course, the tenth policeman, 
who is more of a purist, calls it 
correctly “the Mu-NIC-ipal Courts 
Building.” 

“Persons taking up the police 
business as their life work,” Miller 
writes, “should make it a point to 
learn the correct pronunciation of 
words that are in constant use in 
criminology. Let us cite a few: 

“Bertillon, eminent Frenchman 
for whom the Bertillon system of 
identification is named, is not pro- 
nounced Ber-Til-lon, as most of us 
say it, but Ber-te-yon, with a slight 
accent on the final syllable. 

“Discipline is pronounced DIS-ci- 
plin with the accent on the first 
syllable; not dis-CIP-lin. 

“Corps, meaning a body of men, 
is pronounced as though spelled 
KOR, and must not be confused 
with corpse, meaning a human or 
animal body. 

“In statute, meaning a law, all 
the T’s are sounded, thus, stat-ute. 
Some of us have been in the habit 
of losing tract of the last T and 
pronouncing it stat-ue, which has 
an entirely different meaning. 

“Arraignment, meaninz to call be- 
fore a court of justice, is pro- 
nounced as though spelled ar-rain- 
ment and NOT arrangement.” 

One of the most abused words in 
police parlance, writes Miller, is 
“alias,” meaning, as used by the 
police, an assumed name. Police 
men are warned that a man’s 
correct name must be placed first, 
rather than placed among his 
aliases, and that aliases must not 
be piled up against a prisoner, 
simply because his friends use va- 
rious versions of his names. 

A man with the Christian name 
of James should not be burdened 
with an alias because some of his 
intimates call him Jim,“ Miller 


2 observes. 


Another thing,“ he continues, 
“when referring to crooks and 
criminais why insist on saying they 


are well known? The adverb well, 


in its generally accepted sense, 
means favorably, and no one would 
Say a crook is favorably known. To 


5| write that a criminal is a known 


crook or a known thief is just ag 
effective, more so in fact, as to 
refer to him as a well-known crook. 
If his evil reputation extends over 
a wide area he can be termed no- 
torious.“ 

This little lecture,“ the article 
concludes, may be closed by re- 
peating that in police reports it 
should be written ‘seized’ and NOT 
‘confiscated’ when officers bring in 
illegal property. . And prisoners 
make ‘statements’ rather than ‘con 


for which they have been arrested.” 

‘Miller, who took his present job 
under the late Chief of Police Cree- 
cy, was formerly a news editor.

Exercise and Digestion 

NE of the old and widely ac- 
Oe rules of good personal 

hygiene forbids indulgence in 
vigorous exercise or hard labor im- 
mediately following the ingestion of 
a meal. Some have even gone as 
far as to recommend a half-hour’s 
recumbent rest.following each meal. 

School authorities have been par- 
ticularly concerned in this matter. 
Many school children are required 
to walk home, lunch and return to 
school, all within a period of 40 to 
60 minutes. 5 

Still others have been concerned 
over the tendency of school chil- 
dren to use whatever spare time 
they find during the lunch period 
in playing games. 

Recent carefully controlled ex- 
periments both here and abroad 
have shown that gentle exercise 
following immediately upon the in- 
gestion of food does not interfere 
with digestion. On the contrary, 
such exercise, indeed, may facili- 
tate digestion. 

On the other hand, vigorous ex- 
ercise, particularly when associated 
with intense emotion, does interfere 
with digestion. 

Strenuous muscular effort tends 
to draw the blood away from the 
digestive tract to the periphery of 
the body and to the working mus 
cles. Such withdrawal of blood 
from the internal organs must in- 
terfere with the secretion of diges- 
tive juices by the stomach and oth- 
er portions of the gastro-intestinal 
tract. 

It was found also that the acidity 
of the stomach secretions are low- 
ered following strenuous muscular 
effort. 

This is explained on the basis of 
the fact that during muscular exer- 
cise lactic acid is produced rapidly 
and accumulates in the blood, tem- 
porarily disturbing the acid alka- 
line balance of the blood and in 
this fashion affecting the secretions 
of the stomach. 

The beneficial effects of gentle 
exercise on digestion are accounted 
for on the basis that moderate 
muscular exercise heightens the 
general metabolism, improves the 
circulation, and has a stimulating 
effect on the organism as a whole. 

The Stomach’s Protection 
5 INCE the stomach effectively 

substances, why doesn’t it digest 
itself? 

The secretions of the gsomach 
being acid in reaction, it was at 
first thought that the alkalinity of 
the circulating blood protected the 
stomach wall against its own diges- 
tive fluids. 

Again, physiologists believed that 
there was a substance known as 
antipepsin which served to protect 
the stomach. 

Since the existence of antipepsin 
could not be demonstrated, most 
scientists took refuge in the gen- 
eral idea that there is something 
about the living cell that protects 


it. 
Meat or other protein foods that 


come to the stomach as food are, 


in the vast majority of instances, 
composed of dead cells. 

More recenly, this “something 
about the living cell” has been ex- 
perimentally defined. 

It has been demonstrated that 
the presence of pepsin, an enzyme 
playing an important role in the 
digestion of proteins in the living 
cell, serves to protect it against 
the acid of the stomach secretions. 

In. this connection it should be 
borne in mind that the mucous 
lining of the stomach secretes both 
tydrochloric acid and pepsin. 

These substances, one an acid 
and the other an enzyme, break 
down the protein food entering the 
stomach. But the presence of pep- 
sin in the cells propper protects 
them against the acid secreted. 

This observation is of tremen- 
dous importance.

Here’s a grand pattern for a 
headband: a piece of madras about 
eight inches wide. It’s pliable and 
not as bulky as a towel. Make two 
narrow folds in the headband and 
place across the forehead hair line, 
tucking the hair back. Then pin at 
the back of the head. It should be 
quite tight, should not slip, and yet 
feel comfortable and it should not 
be loose enough for cream to work 
its way through. 

Ready for the cleansing. Pour 
a little skin tonic over the ice in 
the glass bowl. Make two small flat 
pads of absorbent cotton, one pad 
to apply the cleansing cream and 
the other to remove every bit of 
cream after the treatment. There's 
a way to make the cotton pads, too. 
Take a large fluff, wring out of 
cold water and flatten. 

Take one of these pads, moisten 
in the iced skin tonic. 
cleansing cream to it. I recommend 
doing this with a little wooden

Start the cleansing not on the 
face but on the neck, way down 
at the base or on the shoulder.

head. 

Having applied the cream all over 
neck and face, remove with cleans- 
ing tissues. They are soft, silky, 
will not stretch the skin, and ac- 
tually economical because they save 
towels and laundry bills. In re- 
moving the cream, just as in ap- 
plying use an upward and outward 
movement. This is important be- 
cause our muscles tend to sag 
downward naturally, and a down- 
ward movement when applying or 
removing preparations would only 
make matters worse. An upward 
sweep helps to lift, keeping the 
muscles in normal position. 


Many women feel that they must 


use soap and water for cleansing. 
In that case, soap should be ap- 
plied just as the cream is and 
rinsed very thoroughly. Then the 
cream used as above. The liquefy- 
ing type of cleansing cream is ex- 
cellent to remove dust, dirt, impuri- 
ties and every bit of make-up. 
Which reminds me that the cleans- 
ing cream should always be used 
before retiring; no rouge or powder 
left on the skin overnight—never, 
never!
